The result of the trial 
was that the charges were sustained and the verdict, the continuation 
of the suspension until the meeting of Synod. It will now devolve 
upon Synod to review the case. 

July 28 I received a communication from the Secretary of the 
Northeast Conference inclosing a resolution calling upon the Secre- 
tary to “report for censure to the President of Synod the members 
of the said Conference who failed to attend this session and failed 
to send an excuse.” As the Secretary stated that he could not give 
a list of those who were to be censured, and made mention of a regu- 
lar and a special session ; and, as I see nothing in the Constitution re- 
quiring that the President in person perform this duty, I respectfully 
refer the matter to the Synod for action.

While it is a matter of deep regret that we must lose, even tem- 
perarily, one of our number from the active work, it is, on the other 
hand, worthy of more than passing notice that when the brother takes 
this step he voluntarily returns to the proper custodian, the Synod 
to which he belongs, his authority as a minister of the Gospel.

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| STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

There are many encouraging features in your reports this year. 
The attendance at public worship is evidently growing; the Sunday 
schools are open all the year and are using our own publications ; our 
people are faithful in the presentation of their children for baptism; 
the children and youth attend the public services; the apportionment 
has been paid in most cases; the interest in the cause of missions is 
increasing ; the pastor’s salary is promptly paid; and the property of 
the Church is well cared for and made more attractive in appearance. 

There are some features that might be mentioned in which im- 
provement would be very commendable. But, I well know that the 
fault is not yours, and all that might be said in this report would 
fail to produce the desired results. God has placed this work in the 
hands of men, and human beings are those with whom His servants 
have to deal. They are not perfect creatures; nor are we. It is 
ours to sow, His to bring the harvest; ours to work, His to produce 
results. If the end is not just what we think it should follow, we 
must not doubt that 

“Behind the dim unknown, 
Standeth God, within the shadow, keeping watch above His own.” 


CONCLUSION. 


_ And now, my brethren, I return to you the sacred trust committed 
to me, first, two years ago. I thank you for the courtesies ex- 
tended in so many ways. I have tried only to do my duty, as I saw 
it. Of course, I have failed, in some things. I would not be human 
if it were otherwise. But the failures have been unintentional. The 
work of the presidency of this Synod, so immense in territory, is too 
heavy for any one to perform, two years in succession, and do abso- 
lute justice to the office and his local church. There must, of neces- 
sity, be some mistakes, failures, omissions. My experience in the 
office, will, I trust, make me ever ready to give every assistance in my 
power to my successor. Whoever he may be, I pledge him my most 
hearty support. 
| RECOM MENDATIONS.

1. I reconmmend the appointment of a committee to consider the 
results of my correspondence with ministers in secular business and 
report at this session. 

2. I recommend that this Synod memorialize the General Synod 
to so revise the mode of judicial procedure in the Constitution that 
it may be perfectly clear, whether the accused be an active pastor or 
a minister witbout a charge.

Report of Tabitha Home Trustees. 


The church papers and the circular letter of August Ist, signed 
by the Board of Directors and sent to the pastors of the General 
Synod, have acquainted the church at large with the Tabitha Home 
crisis. This sore financial emergency is due to the threatened fore- 
closure proceedings by the owners of mechanic’s liens in order to 
protect the validity of these liens which amount to $10,321.00. 
Twenty-five hundred dollars is the fruit of the recent ringing ap- 
peals sent throughout the Church to save our Home from passing 
from us under the auctioneer’s hammer. In January, 1911, $2,000.00 
of a $3,100.00 legacy given by the late Mrs. Brown, of Denver, will 
be available for this purpose. The imperative need of the hour is 
to raise the balance of money necessary to satisfy these hitherto 
lenient creditors. The present indebtedness of the Home is $46,930.00. 
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The total income for the fiscal year was $16,028.30, the expenditures 
$15,487.58. This sum has been sufficient to meet all current ex- 
penses and reduce the indebtedness $3,159.00. 

During the year a modern sewer system has been constructed to 
take the place of the former open cesspool ; coal tin builded; window 
screens provided for the rooms of the aged people and orphans; a 
team of horses, harness and phaeton purchased; the insurance poli- 
cies renewed for three years and other necessary improvements and 
purchases made at a cost of $900.00. The amount required to cover 
the expenses has been raised independently of Synodical receipts, 
largely through the personal solicitation of Superintendent Koolen. 

We cannot speak too highly of the indefatigable sacrificing efforts 
of the Rev. Mr. Koolen to save the Home to our Church. He has 
labored night and day; he has prayed day and night. And not in 
vain. Confidence in Tabitha Home is being restored in Lincoln. The - 
Home is making many new friends. Eastern Synods are pledging 
their loyal support in various ways. Superintendent Koolen is ably 
assisted in his arduous task by three deaconesses from the Mother- 
house in Baltimore, Sister Christina, head deaconess, Sister Gertrude, 
who has charge of the hospital, and Sister Ida, who looks after the 
aged folks and orphans. These devoted servants of the Church de- 
serve the heartiest co-operation and sympathy of pastors and lay- 
men that the overwhelming desire of their hearts may be realized 
and Tabitha Home remain a Lutheran institution. 

Apart from the impending financial catastrophe the Home flour- 
ishes in good works. The hospital cared for more than seventy pa- 
tients during the year. The number is small on account of the dif- 
ficulty of access to the Home, not on account of insufficiency of 
equipment. We are glad to report that the city of Lincoln has voted 
an extension of the street car system without which it is impossible 
to operate the hospital successfully. The car line, moreover, will in- 
crease the value of our property, which is now worth $70,000.00. 

At present there are thirty aged persons in the department for 
aged and eighteen orphans in the orphanage. 

Despite the crisis and large indebtedness the outlook for Tabitha’s 
future is much brighter than a year ago. Our faith in God and in 
our Church is strong. We confidently believe the crisis will pass 
and that Tabitha Home will be saved to us, to become, under God, 
our future pride and glory—a center of merciful ministration to the 
aged, the orphan and the sick. 

Brethren, tell our pressing needs to the Church. Come to our 


help.

The report of the Trustees of Midland College was again 
taken up and thoroughly discussed, and then unanimously 


adopted. 
Report of Trustees of Midland College. 


Besides the regular annual meeting held last June the Midland 
Trustees held a special meeting on January 18th, 1910, for the pur- 
pose of consitlering the matter of merging the Western Theological 
Seminary with Midland College, as recommended by the Board of 
Education and sanctioned by the General Synod at its meeting at: 
Richmond, Ind., and also the passing of an amendment to the col- 
lege constitution giving the Synods larger representation, as recom- 
mended by our own Synod. 

The Board at its special meeting passed the proposed amendment 
unanimously and instructed the committee composed of Rev. E. E. 
Stauffer, M. F. Troxell, D.D., Geo. S. Murphy, and A. E. Renn to 
perfect the necessary plans and report at the annual meeting in June. 
The proper steps were taken and at the meeting of the Board in 
June the merger was finally made. The seminary is now a depart- 
ment of Midland College and under the amended constitution the 
College Board consists of 27 members, all but seven of whom are 
elected by the Synods on Midland territory, the Kansas Synod being 
entitled to six, three clerical and three laymen. The officers of the 
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Board now are: President, Rev. E. E. Stauffer; Vice-President, Rev. 
A. E. Renn; Secretary, Mr. L. H. Kelsey; Treasurer, Mr. C. T. 
Raterman. g 

Mr. A. J. Harwi, so long a member and an officer of the Board, 
was compelled by ill health to resign, and he was made an honorary 
life member by unanimous vote. Early in September he was called 
away by death and his will revealed that he had bequeathed to the 
college $15,000.00 to found the Harwi Chair of English. The money 
will be paid over this fall and with the Library endowment fund of 
$15,000.00 will give the college a permanent endowment of about 
sixty-eight thousand dollars. The Board has indorsed the suggestion 
to make a special effort to increase the productive endowment to 
one hundred thousand dollars by the time the College is twenty-five 
years old, in 1912. 

The Board authorized an improvement fund of two thousand dol- 
lars to be raised at once from the churches of our territory to pay 
city assessments for paving Green street along the college campus 
and for water and toilet improvements in the college buildings. The 
special taxes are due this month, and all churches not having taken 
an offering for this fund should do so at once. It amounts to 12 
cents per confirmed member on the basis of last year’s report. 

The faculty report to Board notes a number of changes in the 
teaching force. Professor Foght was called to another institution at 
a higher salary. The new instructors are Professor E. M. Stahl, of 
Pennsylvania, professor of mathematics and astronomy; Miss Vera 

The Board ratified the action of the Executive Committee in its 
selection of architects for the new library and also the site chosen, 
and we are glad to report the wall of the new building rapidly rising. 

New chairs have been placed in the chapel, the new normal course, 
advised by the State Board of Education, was adopted.

FIFTH BUSINESS SESSION. 


TUESDAY, OcTOBER 18, 1910, 8.45 A. M. 


Devotional services were conducted by Rev. W. H. 
Schrock, and the Synod was opened by the President. Rev. 
L. W. Sifferd led in prayer. 

The roll was called and the Minutes of the previous ses- 
sion were approved. 

The Report of the Committee on Apportionment was read, 
amended and adopted. (See Appendix C, page 54. for the 
report. ) 

Amendment.—On motion of Dr. Ott Synod decided to 
suspend the payment of the apportionment for the endow- 
ment of Western Theological Seminary, of seven cents per 
capita, for one year, and that for this year this sum be added 
to the apportionment for the Synodical Treasury. 

__ On motion it was decided that hereafter the report of the 

Treasurer on Synodical Fund be made separate and itemized. 
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- On motion the Treasurer was instructed to pay all inci- 
dental bills during the year only upon the order of the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Synod. 


Report of Committee on History of Synod. 

During the past year 20 volumes of the ‘history have been sold, as 
follows: Abilene, 9; Oklahoma City, 5; Tulsa, 5; Perth, 1; a total 
of $20.00. The Salina church placed $75.00 of its contribution to the 
Synodical treasury to the credit of the book account to relieve its 
pastor in part of the burden of carrying this debt.

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The total expense of the publication and distribution of the His- 
tory has been $507.16. The committee have received from sale of 
books and other sources $388.95. The balance, $118.21, not counting 
any interest on nearly the whole amount for the last three years 
has been carried by the chairman of the committee. The 
schedule above shows that 190 copies are still outstanding among 
the congregations, more than enough to pay the expense of publica- 
tion. There are also 50 copies of the history here which we now 
turn over to the Synod. 

We recommend that the Secretary of Synod be instructed to call 
the attention of each congregation to its individual account in this 
matter and urge each to meet its proportion of this expense. 

We also recommend that the President and Secretary of Synod be 
authorized to execute a note for $118.21, plus $3.74 accrued interest, 
with interest at 6 per cent. from date, to pay the balance due for 
publication of the book.

The report of the Advisory Board of Home Missions ‘was 
read, and with the report pending, Rev. L. P. Ludden, D.D., 
Western Secretary of the Board of Home Missions, ad- 
dressed Synod in the interests of the Home Mission work in 
our Synod. 

On motion, made by Rev. R. B. Wolf, time was extended 
ten minutes to conclude the discussion of the report. 


Report of Advisory Board of Home Missions. 


Last year has been one of marked progress in most of our mis- 
sion fields. Three have assumed self-support, viz. Bunker Hill, Nor- 
catur and Ottawa. Several others have made good progress toward 
self-support, some hoping this may be their last year to ask for aid. 

The following fields have been aided all or part of the year: Bun- 
ker Hill, Effingham, Garnett, Hutchinson, Kansas City (Grace), 
Kansas City (Children’s Memorial), Kansas City, Kan. (Trinity), 

K—3. 
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Oklahoma City, Ottawa, Sedalia, Wellington, Whitewater and Tulsa 
Facts of interest regarding these fields follow: 

Bunker Hill—Self-sustaining December 1, 1909. Present condi- 
tion most encouraging. The Lord has surely blessed the ministry of 
Rev. Josiah Kuhn in this field. The future bright with hope. 

Norcatur—Self-supporting December 1, 1909. This is a field de- 
serving of special notice. For four years the crops have been almost 
a total failure. To assume self-support in the face of crop failure 
is almost beyond the heroic; it is concrete consecration, firm faith. 
Rev. John B. Grove is to be congratulated upon this result of his 
ministry in this field. 

Ottawa.—Became self-supporting April 1, 1910. Soon after the 
pastor, Rev. H. M. Nicholson, broke down with nervous prostration 
and he resigned to take effect July roth. We have no doubt that a 
pastor will be secured soon and we pray God's richest blessings upon 
this former protege of the Synod in her attempt to walk alone. 

Effingham.—This point which has been served by Rev. E. H. Gil- 
mer the past year is now vacant as he has found it advisable to live 
near the institution in which he is still a student. During the year 
the work has been encouraging, all departments of the work being in 
a flourishing condition. The problem of uniting Effingham with 
some neighboring field is being worked out and developments are 
expected soon. A resident pastor without such connection is im- 
possible. The same aid is desired as last year. 

Garnett.—The work has been carried on with usual vigor. We 


_ have had five accessions and three losses; paid $100.00 on interest 
bearing debt and are making strenuous effort to cancel the $125.00 


remainder interest bearing debt. Then we still have $800.00 loan due 
the Board of Church Extension. Received $75.00 from the field and 
$100.00 from Board as salary. In order to continue the work we ask 
the same $100.00 from the Board for 1911. 

Hutchinson is in a state of transition. More interest is taken in 
every department of our work. At this we are greatly encouraged, 
for that means that more effort will be put forth everywhere. Our 
Sabbath School is small. The reason is, there are so few children 
among our people here, and we gather up all we can from those 
who do not attend Sabbath School. A small reduction is made in 
amount of aid asked and it is hoped soon as possible to reduce this 
still more. For the coming year $325.00 will be needed. 

Children’s Memorial, Kansas City.—The past year has been one of 
prosperity; 24 accessions, apportionment raised with excess; Sunday 
School more than doybled, and well organized; improvements to 
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amount of nearly $750.00 made and paid for. Ask for $350.00, a re- 
duction of $50.00. 

Trinity, Kansas City, Kan.—This charge has made commendable 
progress, also improvements to amount of $150.00. Good accessions 
and interest growing. Unfortunately the pastor will leave December 
1st. We hope the church may not suffer from a prolonged vacancy. 
Ask for $450.00, a reduction of $30.00. 

Grace, Kansas C ity —Dr. Cromer’s report for the year is good. No 
one can thoroughly appreciate what a removal of a congregation bod-— 
ily can mean without the actual experience. It is little better than a 
start de novo, with many of the same difficulties of all sorts, the 
financial not by any means the least. This church was aided $500.00 
the first year in the new location; reduced to $250.00 last year and 
asks for the same amount for this year. 

Oklahoma City, First Lutheran Church—Presem pastorate com- 
menced October 28, 1909. Twenty-three members received. Cate- 
chetical work commenced encouragingly. Paid $500.00 of the last 
$1,000.00 indebtedness on the church. Missionary Society doubled; 
Ladies Aid Society doing splendid work along financial and social | 
lines. Average attendance at Sabbath School and church service 
increased materially. We are $100.00 nearer the self-sustaining mark. 
Future prospects seem to be good. $400.00 asked for next year. 

The Sedalia church has had a very good year. Since the present 
pastor has taken charge the church has been thoroughly renovated. 
$235.00 of a $350.00 debt has been paid, a half hundred Books of 
Worship purchased. The attendance in both church and Sunday school 
increased, and the finances of the church are in better shape. Fifteen 
adult members have been added to the church, and four children were 
baptized. The congregation respectfully asks for the same appro- 
priation as last year, $375.00. 

Tulsa, Okla.—This mission is in good condition in every way, ex- 
cept that it needs a church home. There is perfect unity in every 
department. The Sunday school teachers are all most excellent, 
capable and godly. We must have help and secure a church lot. 
We will need $600.00 from the Board and $100.00 from the Synod. 
If, however, we can secure a lot so that we can save house rent ($30.00 
per month) we can reduce the amount of aid. The need of a lot in 
the very near future is imperative. This is a great field for the Luth- 
eran Church. 

Wellington.—During the past year this charge has made encour- 
aging progress. The work is in good condition and for the coming 
year there will be a reduction in the amount of aid desired. We will 
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not ask for more than $50.00 and it is the hope of the church that 
we may become self-supporting the first of January, 1911. 

Whitewater.—Attendance at divine service good. Pastor’s salary 
paid promptly in full; Sunday school well organized and doing good, 
substantial work. Young People’s Society is having weekly services 
ond contributing liberally to missions. Women’s Missionary Society, 
with an enrollment of 15, is having monthly meetings and doing ex- 
cellent work. Church property is in good repair; five additions to 
the church; present membership 70, most of whom are most excel- 
lent and substantial people. These\worthy people will ask aid from 
Home Mission Board for another year. Pastorate vacant after No- 
vember 1, 1910. Aid desired $150.00. 

Campus.—A delegate was expected from this field but for some 
teason or other he is not here. As indicated elsewhere, Rev. Paul 
Heisey supplied this field during the summer. He reports many en- | 
couraging features. However, it must be noted that the parsonage has 
been sold which, in our opinion was poor business policy. Orion, 
which formerly was a station of the charge has ceased to desire ser- 
vices, so that Campus will be alone. This field ought not to be 
abandoned. We recommend aid to the amount of $125.00 for next 
year im the hope that a pastor may be secured. 

Beloit—The charge was vacant most of the year. In the length 
of time the present pastor has been on the field the congregation has 
taken on new life. A new roof and new ceiling have been put on the 
building and we have reason to believe that this year will be one of 
marked progress. The same aid is desired, $100.00. 

We hoped to open up some new points during the year. One very 
good reason can be given for not doing so—lack of funds. At the 
close of Synod last fall, we learned that the Synodical Treasury, our 
only source of funds for, such work, was overdrawn. The appor- 
tionment for this special work we knew would not warrant any 
effort along this line early in the year. However, in May, we sent 
Paul Mennenoeh to Pittsburg to make a canvass for two weeks. 
Two years ago a canvass had been made and the result was very 
favorable. For reasons well known, it was impossible to follow up 
the canvass then. These names were given Mr. Mennenoeh to aid 
kim. The two years had absolutely ruined our chances. Conditions 
in the Lutheran churches there had so changed that an English 
church was no longer in demand. After spending two weeks there 
and reporting to us, we recalled Mr. Mennenoch and sent him to 
Garden City where there was an excellent opening only a little over 
a year ago. Here again we were too late for our opportunity, and 
Mr. Mennenoch was sent to Campus, at their request, to supply for 
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i stander. The fact that we do not have work in progress at 
P*ttsburg and Garden City today is due to the lack of funds to fol- 
low up a present opportunity. The hands of our President should 
rot be so bound. The shifting population of our territory makes 
it possible for an opportunity to organize our church in a locality 
to arise at any time and we ought to be ready to go right into the 
field. 
We therefore recommend the continuance of the present appor- 
tionment of 13 cents per member. It is worthy of notice that the 
contributions to Home Missions the past year exceed any previous 
year in the history of this Synod, regular apportionment and Synodi- 
cal amounting to over $1,500.00. Taking into consideration the fact 
tyat last year’s report included one special contribution of $200.00, 
our fr for this year is the best yet. But the goal has not been 
reached; we must press on.

Report of Committee on Sunday Schools and Young People’s Societies. 
Your Committee on Sunday schools and Young People’s Societies 
would respectfully submit the following report : 
The past year has shown a very substantial growth in the Sunday 
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schools of our Synod. In every item our parochial report shows an 
increase. We have two more schools than last year, making a total 
of 41 schools. There has been an increase of 46 officers and teachers 
making a present executive and teaching force of 555. 803 scholars 
have been added during the year, making our Sunday school mem- 
bership 4,699. The same prosperity is shown in the finances. 
$4,240.15 was spent for support of schools and local objects, $697.80 
_more than was reported last year. For benevolence $1,313.69, an 
increase of $211.02. 

We find the same encouraging increase in the case of the Young 
People’s Societies, of our Synod. We have 32 societies, making a 
gain of three. We have 839 members, making a gain of 81. We 
spent $825.90 for local objects, or $177.29 more than last year. $173.90 
was given for benevolence, or $21.90 more than last year. 

We believe that this material advance is indicative of growing in- 
terest in the work of our Sunday schools and Young People’s So- 
cieties, and view it with profound gratitude to God, “who giveth 
the increase.” 

We recommend that the Standing Committee endeavor to bring

President’s Address. 


Long ages ago, one who has ever been deemed the wisest of men, 
wrote these words: “There is no new thing under the sun.” Admit- 
ting this to be true, then there only remains for the gleaners of to- 
day in the fields of knowledge, the scattered grains left by the busy, 
hurrying throng of reapers just ahead, but from these scattered 
grains may yet be produced a more cultivated plant, beautifying the 
world with the finer artistic blending of hues in its blossom or en- 
tiching it with some rare fruit as its harvest offering. 

So while we turn today to the priceless treasured messages of 
Christ's last will and testament to us, we need not look for new 
words of command, reproof or loving instruction. We can on.y 
trust to gather fresh inspiration for our missionary work and per- 
chance from some simple verse oft read before, with unreceptiv> 
mind, there will be unfolded to us new, sweet, rich depths of mean- 
ing just suited to our hour of need. 

I read not long ago of a gifted woman who had been striving for 
a whole year to accomplish a work for the pecuniary aid of the Mis- 
sionary Society in her church. Meeting with such weary discour- 
agements, she at last felt with great sorrow of heart that she must 
give it up. Turning to the Bible for comfort, her eyes fell first upon 
these words of inspired Paul to the Corinthians: “And herein I 
give my advice, for this is expedient for you who have begun be- 
fore, not only to do, but also to be forward, a year ago. Now there- 
ore perform the doing of it, that as there was readiness to will, so 
there may be a performance also out of that which ye have.” 

She felt as if she heard the voice of one in authority, speaking 
directly to her and taking new courage, she accomplished her work 
and her heart's great desire in adding largely to the funds of her 
society. 

Among all the beautiful pen pictures of the past life, none possess 
to the Christian more of beauty or interest than those of the inspired 
volume and not many convey more impressive lessons, than that of

the morning that succeeded the night of fruitless toil by the weary, 
sad-hearted fishermen on the sea of Galilee. 

They had forsaken all and joyfully followed Jesus but now 
their worshiped Lord and Master had suffered unto death upon the 
cross and had been hidden from their sight for a time in the grave. 
True they had looked upon the risen Saviour and had heard his 
loved voice say, “Peace be unto you; as my Father hath sent me, 
even so I send you.” Yet they had not fully comprehended the ful- 
ness and grandeur of their divine commission but were returning to 
their former employment as fishers and now they had toiled all night 
and had taken nothing. But when the morning had come Jesus stood 
on the shore and bade them let down the nets omce more. We do 
not learn they questioned among themselves concerning this com- 
mand or gave answer, “Of what avail to try again; we have already 
toiled all ‘the night and have taken nothing.”. We only know they 
immediately and fully obeyed and casting their net into the sea, were 
not able to draw it in for the multitude of fishes. 


Once more let us look upon them as they are grouped about the 
Saviour, not weary, not sad-hearted now. The loving Master’s hand 
had nourished them with food and their sorrowing hearts were being 
gladdened by His presence. The morning had indeed dawned in 
pirit and in truth, When Jesus had thus questioned one among 
their number, “Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou me?” we may read- 
iy understand with what fullness of love in his heart Simon Peter 
must have answered, “Yea, Lord, thou knowest all things; thou 
knowest that I love thee.” There it was that the tender, loving heart 
ef the Shepherd of all revealed itself in these words, “Feed my 
lambs; feed my sheep.” | 


So in the record of the years of long, long ago, we read the ac- 
counts of the first missionaries that were sent forth to tell the story 
of Jesus and his redeeming love to those who knew Him not. “Go 
preach my Gospel everywhere,” were the spoken words of the living 
Saviour, and when He had ascended unto His Father, then spoke 
the Holy Ghost unto Paul and Barnabas, and sent them out from 
among the brethren at home to spread to other lands the glad tidings 
of Christ’s birth and his atoning blood shed on Calvary for all man- 
kind. So from that day until this has the Christian Church sent 
forth its light-bearers into sin-darkened lands carrying their lives in 
their hands. Sometimes its glorious light is dimmed to almost a 
trembling ray; then again has its blessed light illumined hilltop and 
valley while anthems of praise to the Lord for all His goodness have 
tisen in full chorus of voice from city and hamlet. | 
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In such a land and in such a time are we now, living and shall we 
dare withhold our light from those who sit in t dow and dark- 
aess of sin? Dare we keep our voice silent wheh the Saviour’s com- 
mand, Preach my gospel everywhere, has not lost its power or per- 
«mal application? No, we dare not if we would, and I trust would 
act if we dared. 

Soon after the organization of our Church in the Kansas Synod 
came that of the Missionary Society. Of its purpose, its work and 
its achievements during the thirty years of its history you wil! learn 
during this convention from Mrs. O. J. Peters, the only charter 
member of the Synodical society still a member. 

I will not take the time to review the work of the year, for I would 
encroach upon the reports of the different officers, but let us trust 
and pray that as we glean from these reports what God hath wrought 
for us during the past year, we may derive encouragement there- 
from and imbibe a lasting spirit of zeal for future labor and press 
forward toward the accomplishment of greater things. You will 
observe that our thirtieth year has not been one of progress in all 
departments of our work; in fact we have lost ground wherein we 
should have made decided gains, so with wholesome resolution and 
with reverent spirit may we this new year, this beginning of a new 
decade, consecrate our lives more fully to His service. 

I hereby submit the following recommendations : 

1. That the General Fund be given special attention this year and 
that every auxiliary adopt some method to increase this fund. 

2. That greater effort be made to increase the membership. 

3. That every auxiliary make one of its faithful members a Life 
Member of the General Society, thus adding over $200 to our General 
Fund. 

4. That a systematic campaign be imaugurated to organize our 
young people and children. 

5. That a thorough canvass be made of the women of our Church 
to secure subscriptions to the Woman’s Work.

7. That we make a great effort to increase our Thank-offerings

Let us see if we can not do more this year; try to 
double it if possible. Last year we reported $275.48, this year 
$329.81 ; an increase of $55.33.

Report of Literature Committee. 
The Literature Committee would submit the following report : 


During the past year we have sent out the monthly tracts to 
*ighteen societies, and have distributed such literature as was ordered 


as well as some free literature. Thirty-five text-books were ordered 
through your committee, showing a more general use of the text- 
books. 

The accompanying maps and pictures were used by comparatively 
few societies. 

The total sales of literature were some smaller than the preceding 
year and the orders were in more limited quantities, thus cutting 
(lown our profits. In consequence of this we were not able to con- 
tinue our work on a self-supporting basis, and as we asked for no 
appropriation last year, we found in summing up our work we had a 
small deficit of $2.69. We recommend that an allowance of three 
‘dollars be given for the maintenance of our work through the com- 
ing year, and that all societies make fuller use of the literature pro- 
vided by our General Literature Committee.

Following paper by Mrs. O. J. Peters, Abilene: 


A Backward Look. 

We are here in this the 30th annual convention of the Woman’s 
Home and Foreign Missionary Society of the Kansas Synod to pause 
ior a few moments and take a “backward look.” Year after year we 
have met, told the story of the year’s work, until we have reached 
the thirtieth milestone. The record of these years has gone into 
history a sealed book, the same old story, and cannot be changed. 
Truly the angel of the Lord that “encampeth round about them that 
fear him and delivereth them” has kept watch over us. We and 
our interests have been mercifully shielded. History tells 
us that all through the ages at intervals, the ministry of woman has 
been recorded, here and there a shining light in the darkness. But 
this is a century of missions, the like of which has never been told 
and the Holy Spirit has moved with power upon the hearts and 
lives of the great host of his handmaidens. What a privilege to be 
partakers of the benefit entailed to woman through Christianity. 
Thirty years ago in this church the Kansas Synodical Society was 
organized, October 14th, 1880. You have heard the story of how five 
ladies met strong in faith for the Master’s work. We met as repre- 
sentatives from four auxiliaries. Back of us today lie thirty years of 
earnest, faithful labor. Could we look down through the vista of these 
years to the little valley of humble beginnings, with one accord we 
would exclaim, “Is not today the fulfilment of yesterday, the promise 
of tomorrow ?” 

In the early years large sums were not added to the “General 
Treasury,” but every dollar paid was given through sacrifice. We 
met in churches that had been erected through severe drought, fail- 
ure of crops, removal of members and friends and many bitter dis- 
couragements. They had cost sleepless hours, tears and toilings but 
the welcome always came from hearts glowing with the warmth of 
Christian love. As I live, saith the Lord, every knee shall bow to 
me and every tongue shall confess God. The great summit before us 
is yet to be reached. This is the age of the world embracing mis- 
sions, More than all the generations, on whose dust we tread, we 
con today take up the psalm, “All the ends of the earth have seen the 
salvation of our God.” 

Each year noted advancement in gain of auxiliaries, membership 
and offerings. Freeport was our first special object. Sometimes the 
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question arose if it was for our struggling societies wtthout a church 
home to contribute to other missions. But Christ said, “Bear ye one 
another’s burdens and thus fulfill the law.” At this time Miss Kest- 
ler, of Waterville, was contemplating the work for India. This 
opened anew a special interest in Foreign work, enlarging our love 
end enthusiasm for the world’s salvation. A Literature Committee 
was appointed and tracts and leaflets pertaining to the subject of 
missions disseminated. Conference Committees were appointed and 
whenever expedient a half day’s session held in connection with the 
Conference, thus arousing an interest on the subject of missions in 
that community. There was such commendable progress in more 
systematic work and increased contributions that it was deemed ex- 
pedient that the Kansas Synodical Society should be incorporated 
under the laws of the State of Kansas. ; 

In 188 the Executive Committee decided to issue a little quarterly 
called the “Synodical Reporter.” It was found exceedingly helpful in 
many ways and published four years under the control and super- 
vision of the Synodical officers. Young Ladies’ Societies and Chil- 
dren's Mission Bands were organized, and now the Cradle Roll. 


What has the work done for us? First, we have been co-workers 
with the Master. This has meant spiritual growth; our outlook has 
broadened. He has gone with us to the uttermost parts of the earth. 
Love has come to dwell with us and talent hitherto dormant devel- 
oped. We have traveled in mind and heart and prayer by land and 
cea. Our Bible studies have shown us more of the Master and His 
love for us. Our annual Thank-offerings have awakened us to a 
sense of our blessings day after day, and year after year. We have 
been drawn nearer to the other shore by the sweet memory of work- 
«rs gone before. 

It is more than organization that animates the missionary society. 
It is the spirit of service, the power of a divinely given and a 
divinely accepted commission, the influence through every part of the 
motive power of love and consecration. We would recognize the 
power that has led us on through these thirty years of service and 
the blessings that have been ours. The first obligation laid upon 
vs is the command “Go ye,” and everyone who has named the name 
of Christ in vows to serve Him, owes allegiance to this vow—ful- 
fiiied by mission service. 

We now number 23 societies; 4 Young People’s Societies, and 7 
Children’s Bands—a total membership of 578 including the Jubilee 
Fund of $419.07 and $1,000.00 for the endowment of bed in India 
Hospital. Over $21,000.00 have gone into the General Treasury. 
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What has this done? Helped to support missionaries at home and 
«broad; educated nations for the ministry ; built churches in the home 
field; contributed to the welfare of our sisters in India and 
Africa; sent boxes to our needy and worthy home missionaries as 
well as to Africa. Besides the General Fund we contribute to all 
the special objects designated by the General Executive Committee. 
The half has not been told. It is God's eye that seeth and under- 
standeth the efforts made by His servants and from whose lives 
glorified by hope and faith there must radiate streams of uplift. 

As the mercies crowd thick and fast shall we not “praise God from 
whom all blessings flow,” and shall not this “backward look” be our 
inspiration in pressing forward? Our leader has gone before us by 
day and night and gently have we been led. Our organization stands 
today as she has stood for thirty years—a life of love. We are still 
teaching out and beckoning you to come and help us. We now turn 
from history to opportunity. We have had a vision of what a few 
women can do, and as we stand on the vantage ground to which we 
have climbed, even in our weakest moments we have no thought of 
turning back. Every motive inspires and every promise beckons us 
to continue our ascent until we get to the mountain top, from which 
we can view the landscape of our future possessions and our future 
reward. But the character of the work is such that no one can tell 
results, but the recording angel alone. When the records of the 
Lamb's Book of Life are revealed to us, then shall we begin to 
comprehend what the missionary societies have meant to this sin- 
cursed world and what mighty factors they have been in helping to 
bring about the answer to prayer, “Thy kingdom come... .” 

Our story is told. As we draw aside the curtain and take a peep 
into the future, let us give thanks to our Heavenly Father that we 
have been permitted to reach the thirtieth milestone of this journey, 
forgetting the past and reaching forth unto those things which are 
before, appreciating the glory and dignity of our mission. 

“The King’s business requireth haste” was David’s challenge as 
he demanded of Abimelech a weapon. Down through the ages has 
:olled that appeal unheeded, and leisurely has Christ’s church carried 
the message. Early in this twentieth century it is re-emphasized, 
and now with a call so vigorous as to demand attention and imme- 
oe = The “King’s business” requireth haste.
